TANDON, Nov. 1.—The really de- 
mocratic Briton has always kept 4 
very jealous eye upon the privileges 
of the house of cpmmons and has 
regarded any enchoachment upon its 
preserves by the peers as a breach 
of the unwritten constitution, a tres- 
pasy upon the rights of the common- 
ers of the land. Today there Wass 
a shock to the phiegmatic order of 
things in that a labor member intro- 
duced a bill whereby a peer could, if 
he so desired, give up his title to re- 
tain his membership of the lower 
house, The defenders of tha Trignts 
and privileges of the people and theit 
elective house, aided by the upholders 
of the Dleswsings of the nobility as the 
lords were once termed, defeated the 
bill of the labor representative by a 


vote of 169 to 56.

system of insurance, the exact amount 
of which shall be determined by the 
government of each state providing 
that it shall in al] cases be cufficient 
for the full and healthy maintenance 
of mother and child; full attendance 
by a doctor or certified mid-wife, 
shall be an additional benefit. 

6. A woman coming under the 
convention who is nursing her infant 
jshal] be allowed half an hour off 
twice a day during her working hours 
for this purpose,

BARRIE, Ont., Nov. 26.—A radical 
reform in the administration of the 
criminal laws of Ontario, under the 
new provincial government, was sug- 
gested here by Premier Drury as one 
of the things that may be looked for- 
ward to from his administration. The 
premier spoke here to a large audi- 
ence, in connection with the Initial 
opening of the new $6,900 children’s 
shelter, donated by the Simcoe county 
council, 

Mr. Drury sajd: 
who offend the criminal laws are 
treated as enemies from the beginning. 
They are dealt with summarily, has- 
tily and often in a spirit of levity. They 
are herded together like animals 
the police courts.
